Sotrue 
is that of Seneca, Lui non vitat peccart, cimpoſiit, ju- 
bet : That Goyernour, who forbids not an offence, 
when bee can, commands them to offend, and com- 
mends them to0. 

Saint Paw therefore, that hee may performethe

The firſt parr of this petition aymes at ##ity of Do- 
frine, The ſecond is dire for wiformity in Diſci- 
line. And the third requires wnenimity in judgement 
aud affettion. 

All theſe three we muſt embrace, and obſerve, or 
as good obſervenone ; for he that embraceth not all 
theſe, obſerveth not cordially any of theſe.. 2x of- 
fendit in uno, offendit in omnibus ; Hee that offends in 
on?,off-nds in all ; he is not perfecHly joynedto the reſt 
of the members. 

He that is out at Dodrine, cannot be in at Diſcs. 
pline ; hce that is out at Diſcipline, cannot be inat 
Dottrine; and difference in Religion,breeds a diſunion 
in affection. 

The fir(t meanes.thento ſet us all at one, is, et. id: 
ipſum dicamws,that we all preach the ſame DotFrive - 
the ſecond, at idipſums faciamus, that wee all praRice 
the ſame Diſcipline: The third,ut idipſum ſextiamus, 
that weall beof the ſame Opinion. 

Forthe truth is, * «nity of Doctrine breeds * #ni- 
formity in Diſcipline; and uniformity in Diſcipline 
is a chicfe meanes to knit us faſt together. 3 in minde 
anc;o ement, in affection and opinion. | 

Jif we had this «xity in Doctrine, and uniformi- 
tie im Diſcipline,we ſhould not havehad this gadeing

and hurryiog after ſingular and faQtious men,as there 
hath beene of hate dayes. Every Shepherd ſhould be 
keeper of his owne ſheepe : and the ſheepe would 
know, and be content withtheir owne 
Weall know,that ſheepe may not $kip into others

mour. For whatis this, but to ſay, 1 «mof Paul; and 
1 of Apollos ; and 1 of Cephas What is this but to 
preferre particular mens fanſics, before the judge- 
ment and unity ofthe Charch ?

But though Saint 
Pal be ſo carneſt in his ſuire, he that thinkes it is for 
his owneends, is much deceived. It is forthegood 
of the Corinthians, and the Church in generall. This 
example is a ſufficient warrant to beare us: out, when 
- are earneſt, and zealous, in the behalfe of the 
hurch.

Thus (yce ſee) he intreats by the higheſt and dea- 
reſt name that may bee; yea, even by that Name, 
wherein we ſo much glory, by the Ngme of Chrift; 
tor weglory inthe Nameof Chrift. And ourchiefeſt . 
- this life is, that of that Name wee are called 
Chriſtians, that is, the wembers of Chriſt. And no dil- 
grace toucheth us ſo neerely, as to lay, we aregot 
Chriſtians. 

This, this is the Name, which we rejoycein, and 
the Divels trembleat; for (as Teri#lian obſcrves) 
D emones Chriftum timentes in Deo, & Deamin Chri- 
ſto, ſubjiciuntur ſervis Dei & Chriſti: the Divels fea» 
ring Chriſtin God, and God in Chrift, are made ſubjeR 
cothe ſervants of God and Chriſt : noname withour 
the Name of owr Lord Teſus Chriſt can make them bow 
£0 Us. 

Indeed, lefwe it is, that is glotified, 42.3.13.and 
that Name,through faith in that Nawe workes mira- 
cles. 16. v. 16. That, that isthe Name, which the 
Tewesdeteſt, AF.4.18., Godtherefore will have it re- 
verenced by Saints and Angels, Phil.2.r04.. -. -

This faulc ſurely rebounds upon us ; upon us, that 
aretheir teachers and inſtrucers, and ought to give 
good example to our Pariſhioners ; for weteach not 
this dutie by dofirine and example. We bow not our 
ſelves at the mention of that bleſſed Name; and ſome . 
(as I have heard)avoid that Name ex Profeſſs intheir 
Sermons, leſt perchance the people ſhould give due 
reverence to that Name. And yet there i noother | 
Name under heaven, whereby we may be ſaved,bat onely AR.4.13. 
the Nameof owr Loxp Izsus Curlir;and 
inthis Name onely our Sermons finde efficacie, and 
our Prayers acceptance. 

I know, Calvins judgement, with theſe kindes of 
men, is of berter eſteeme,than any Canonor InjanRi- 
on of the Church. of England; yee ſhall therefore 
heare his opinion, Calvin, Inſtit. lib.2. cap. 15. 4. 5. 
repeating thoſe words of Saint Pasl, Phil.2. 10. vis. 
That God gave him a Name above every name, that at 
the Name of 1's s u s every knee ſhould bow ,of things in 
heaven, and things in earth, and things under the earth , 
herels us, that evenin theſe words, ip Cumn1sr 1 Calvix. 1»/it. 
regno ordinem commendat, preſenti noſtre infirmitati *<*5 168-5: 
Nze*t#s:anlum, the Apoſtle commends unto 
unto'usthat order in the Kingdome of Cu ns r,

quare his dorine; that is it, which at this day wee 
call che Apoſtles Creed, This hath hicherto beene re. 
ſerved, and uſed inthe Church, as the briefe of our 


Faith. 
When any herefic aroſe in the Church, the Chri. 
ſtians ity met together, and concluded upon an 


Idipſum,that might ſerveasa ſtrong bulwarke againſt 
non of herefie. This —_ by Seriprare ; 
for no ſooner had ſome taught, that Cirowneiſion was AR.15.1, 
neceſſary to ſalvation, but the Apoſtles, and Prieſts (or 
Elders) aſſembled themfelves, and diſcarded thar he- 
refie, 4.15. 
Thus, when Arime had infeted the world, the 
learned and Catholike Biſhops of che Church met 
her, and compoſed an 1dipſum, even the Nz. 
cene Creed, And this wee ſtrifly maintaine in our 
Churches.

Thar which was firſt ſetled, is true ; but that which 
crept inafterwards, is adulterate and corrupt, 

When the Church of England had reſolved upon a 
Reformation, ſhe reſolved alſo to ſhake off all Novel- 
tics, and to cleave faſt to Antiquitie. Hereupon in 
King Edwardthe fixth's dayes,certaine Articles were 
agreed upon, which being ſtifled with the (moake of 
Queene Martes firie zeale,recoveredlife by the grace 
of Go », and the favour of Queene Elizabeth. And 
inthe fourth yeare of her reigne, Anno Dom. 1562. 
were againe 4greed upon, for the avoiding of diverſities 
of opinions, and for the ſtabliſhing of conſent touching 
true Religion, viz.the 39. Articles. Tothis 1dipſum 
wee ſubſcribe, in matters of faith about that time 
controverted: in like mannerto the Booke of Com- 
mon Prayer,the Book of Ordination,and the two Books 
of Homilies, we ſubſcribe in poſitive doZrines,in thoſe 
ſober dayes unqueſtioned. 

Toalltheſe(I lay) we ſubſcribe, and all genuine 
ſonnes of the Church of England will maintaine = # 
ſum, every one of theſe, againſt all uncircumciſed 
and contentious ſpirits. _ x thatwillnot __ ſo

This is no more then Tertulliay tells us : Nuſquam ci- 
tine proficitar quam in caſtris rebeſlium , ubi ipſum eſſe illic, 
promereri eſt; A man cannot more ſuddenly gaine re- 
noune, then inthe tents of rebels, and (editious ſpirits ; 
if a man bee but of their faRtion, Oh, hee is a brave 
ſparke. The Chronicleshad never ſpoke of Wat Tyler 
and 1acke Strawe, if they had not beene rebells : and 
diverſe Heretickes, had they not beene Heretickes, had 
never beene heard of, they had flept with filence in the 
grave. Bur if once there beea faRtion, then theſe are 
jolly fellowes, and looke bigge upon it ; and followers 
they ſhall not want, for there are ww/t;, the many, that 
will ſecond them, and upholdthem, and will be more 
ready to maintaine the credit of their Arch-Maſter, then 
to ſtand up for Cu rx1sr Himſelfe, The Donatiſts 
(faith St. Auſtin) would rather endureto heare Chriſt ill 
ſpoken of,then Donate their grand ring-leader. 

And what's the reaſon, they have them in ſuch high 
eſteeme 2 Becaule they tread in Abſolons ſteps : uſually 
they are well-ſpoken men, very popular, and courte.
